The mayor had anticipated a 
crowded 


forum. He waited fifteen minutes and at 
7.-I5. representatives of the Trades & 
Labor couhe*t-!«iv{fig-fciJed To put In an 
appearance, the mayor said:."Curfew shall 
not ring tonight," no, bes pardon, this 
is what he said: 
"There will be no pub- 


lic hearing tonight," but there was, jusi 
the same. 


The mayor on his way to the street 


was met by a- bunch of labor leaders in- 
cluding the orator in chief, Mr. Sproule. 
Mr. Convrey. Mr. Healey and others. The 
mayor had determined not to give a hear- 
ing and explained to them that he had 
walled fifteen minutes. They said, "What 
if you did wait fifteen minutes, we've had 
to wait hours in tills hall before wo could 
get a chance to speak our litlte piece." 
They succeeded In convincing redcrlck. 
Ihe honorable one. that he had acted 
hastily In the mateer. that they represent- 
ed the brain as well as the brawn and 
muscle of the city, and when four or five 
husky fellows put tfiat kind of stuff up 
to a lone man on a marble stairs the lone 
one is liable to take a few hitches in 
his 'cloas lines and back up. 


The mayor argued for a little while 


but finally agreed to open the hearing in 
his reception room. Aldermen and couh- 
cilmen were present then and the Trades 
and Labor council was well represented. 


City Messenger Pattee raised tlie win- 


dows In the reception room in order to 
admit the fresh air and the brown-tail 
moths. ' It was about E.I5 when Ills Hon- 
or called to order and a man with half 
an eye could see that he was not thor- 
oughly pleased with the turn that things 
had taken. 
The hearing, however, did 


not last very long. 
Joseph Convrey was 


obliged to leave before the thing had 
properly started. 
The tire alarm sound- 


ed and Joseph is a call fireman. 


The meeting "opened by the mavor read- 


ing Ihe letter from the Trades and'Labor 
council 'and signed by A. W. Hersome, 
secretary pro tern. 


Mr.-- William E. Sproule. president 'of 


the Trades'and Labor council was tha 
liiil nnake,. 
Mr. Suiouie is a~good 


lalker, but there are a. great many, things 
that he doesn't know anything about, 
because he's human, .and liable to mis- 
statement. 
And. again, he says some 


things under the strata of great excite- 
ment. 
But one thing can he said about 


him. that seems contradictory to some of 
his statements, he has an honest appear- 
ance and impresses one as being an hon- 
est man. 


When Mr. Sproule said that the press 


of Lowell had done all it could to dis- 
credit the tabor leaders and the cause o[ 
labor In this city he went beyond the 
border line of fact, and that is too liable 
to happen when a man is abnormally en- 
thusiastic and earnestly engrossed in his 
subject. 


MR. SPROULE'S ADDRESS. 


Mr. Sproule said in part: 
"In asking for this hearing it wasn't 


the mayor so much:.! wanted to see 
the people. I understand that the peo- 
ple voted four to one for an eight-hour 
law." 


The city solicitor has found that the 


individual., can work more than eight 
hours a day if he so desired. 


"I do not know that the city solicitor 


is right. The individual has no rights 
as against the majority and It is well 
for society that it is so. 


"We know that our public servants 


have two task masters and they know 
what side their bread is buttered on. 
When 
it 
comes to interpreting law 


it is generally interpreted in favor of 
capital as against labor. 


"I come here tonight in the Interest 


ot the teamsters. I don't see any of 
them here and I hope the reporters will 
make note of what I say. It may be 
that they arc afraid of losiriir their 
jobs. I have been In that position my- 
self. The fact remains, however, that 
the people voted them an eight-hour 
duv and I do not want to see them 
throw away .or sacrifice their right--; 
4-a«-the best-fcter.d they have in Low- 
ell. 


'Some have asked me why we didn't 


; get a lawyer.* I don't think we have 
'any use for a lawyer, except tr, protect 
us from other lawyers. 
That is the 


only excuse they have for living, so far 
as I can see. 


"City officials should see tn it that

with the tar preparation. When mixed 
It is laid about five inches thick uoon 
a well prepared foundation, and when 
sufficiently 
rolled It gives a. smooth 


surface.

dampness, frost and hard wear, and as 
it does not require so much camber to 
shed water it is consequently a better 
ro,icl to travel on. 


The cost of tar macadam, applied to 


a mile of road 20 feet wide, laid upon 


rook bottom works out at- about 
,2oO. 
Such

piece of roadway 


should last. I am told, for at least 
twenty years, at an average cost of 355 
per mile rer annum for maintenance. 
A.s a comparison 
with the cost of 


ordinary macadam it Is unfortunately 
high, but it Is said that in spite of this 
sreut difference- in cost the use of the 
tar macadam works out the more eco- 
nomically of the two. The tar maca- 
dam costs about 55 cents per square 
yard.

NORTH ADAMS, July 2.—Charles J. 


Glidden, the Boston automoblllst and 
aeronaut, had the unusual experience 
of being chased for fifteen miles by a 
thunderstorm while several 
thousand 


feet above the earth in his new bal- 
loon "Boston' 'today. 
Mr. Glidden's 


ascension was made before dawn"afid 
he was unaccompanied, thus fulfilling 
at one time two of the pilots require- 
ments of the Aero club of America, 
namely a night ascension and making 
an ascension alone. 


It had been planned to make the as- 


cension at midnight but on account of 
a thunderstorm In the vicinity of Hoi- 
yoke Mr. Glidden did not ascend until 
-•^ a. m. His balloon took a north- 
easlerly direction and at 4.15 he landed 


on a farm four and a half miles north 
of Wilmington, Vt.. about 15 miles in 
an air lino from this city. 


The greatest elevation reached by tho 


balloon was 4161) feet. Immediately af- 
ter ristnR Mr. Glidden said that the 
thunder clouds began 10 surround him 
and tinlil he landed he was puisiied by 
an e;ectrical storm. 
By keeping his 


balloon jit the samo elevation as tho 
clouds he was able to keep ahead of 
the s'.orm. Ho used a double trailing 
line for tho first time and he reported 
atttr landing thai it had been a great 
Help to him in keeping lhe "Boston" 
steacy and also facilitated his landing.

more difficult lo control. 


"The 
result lias been that in 
the 


woodland districts they have gone on 
breeding and increasing in 
numbers 


yearly. We can do nothing with them 
in the woodlands because it would cost 
more than ti.000.040 to do any really 
effective work against them there, and 
if we did go ahead and spend such a 
great sum in fighting tho brown-tail 
moth? the first strong northerly wind 
we might gel in the flying period of 
the insects would bring them 
from 


Xew Hampshire in millions to undo all 
the work we had been engaged in. It 
•would all have to be done over again, 
with the same probability of infesta- 
tion from oiher states. 


"Last year there was a very good 


outbreak of thc fungous diseases which 
has been destroying

moths, and 
I his killed off so many of 


them thai they were not s-'on in" the

MR. SPROULB'S ADDRESS. 


Mr. Sproule said in part: 
"In asking for this hearing it wasn't 


the mayor so much; I wanted to see 
the people. I understand that the peo- 
ple voted four to one for an eight-hour 
law." 


The city solicitor has found that the 


individual can work more than eight 
hours a day if he so desired. 


"I do not know that the city solicitor 


is right. The individual has no rights 
as against the majority and it is well 
for society that it is so. 


"We know that our public servants 


have two task masters and they know 
what side their bread Is buttered 'on. 
When 
it 
comes to interpreting law 


it is generally interpreted in favor of 
capital as against labor. 


"I come here tonight in the Interest 


of the teamsters. I don't see any of 
them here and I hope the reporters will 
make note of what I say. It may be 
that they are afraid of losing their 
jobs. I have been In that position mv- 
sclf. The fact remains, however, that 
the people voted them an eight-hour 
da.v and I do not want to see them 
throw away or sacrifice their rights 
I am the best friend they have in Lo\v- 


"Some have asked me why we didn't 


got a lawyer. I don't think we have 
any use for a lawyer, except to protect 
us from other lawyers. That is the 
only excuse they have for living, so far 
as I can sec. 


"City ofrielals should see to It that 


the laborer's rights are protected and 
the laws lived up to.
